PORTERVILLE, May 8—A dia- 
mond laboratory, in ‘which the 
many qualities that go into the 
determination of the value of a 
diamond can be detected by the 
customer, has been established at 
Williams Jewelers in Porterville. 


Purpose of the laboratory, said 
Mee Williams. is to “take the 
guesswork out of buying dia- 
monds.” 


One installation in the labora- 
tory is as“True-Davlicht” fixture 
that brings into elear vision the 
Sifference in coloring of stones, 
ranging from the absolutely clear 
diamond to the discolored vellow- 
ish brown stone. 


The walls of the laboratory are 
painted to match as closely as pnos- 


| sible the shade of the ‘‘true-day- 


light” rays of the fixture. 


The second instrument for meas- 
uring the quality of diamonds in 
the laboratory is a ‘“steromicro- 
scope’, more commonly called a 


| “Gemolite”’. which magnifies up to 


30 times the size of the diamonds 
and gives a 3-dimensional effect, 
bringing out the slightest of im- 
perfections in polishing or intern- 
al markings. 


Improperly cut stones, having 


| incorrect proportions, lose much of 


their brilliance through improper 
refraction and light leakage, Wil- 
liams explains. To properly illus- 
trate this, a device called a ‘‘Leak- 
age Light” unit has been install- 
ed, -which demonstrates light re- 
flections from stones and how dif- 
ferences in cutting will affect 
those reflections.

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Cattle Movement 
Is Now At Peak 


VISALIA, May 7 — A large vol- 
ume of grass fed cattle continue to 
move from ranges and pasture to 
feed lots, according to the Federal- 
State Market News service, with 
period of peak movement estimat- 
ed between April 20 and May 15. 
About 150,000 head are now on 
feed in the southern San Joaquin 
valley.

In Madera county = including 
Redinger lake, fishing was poor 


due to roily water and cold weath- 
er. 

Wardens reported anglers were 
leaving the Greenhorn in Kern 
county for fear of becoming snow- 
ed in. 

Some of the better fishing was 
the Kings river below Pine Flat 
and the San Joaquin river below 
Millerton although the water was 
somewhat muddy with a cold wind 
trying to blow the sunshine away. 

Fishing results on these two riv- 
ers below the dams depended upon 
who was interviewed. Many had 
early limits and some had none, 
others a few, generally depending 
upon their fishing know-how. Just 
about all fishing was with worms 
salmon eggs or cheese. 

One important observation on 
these close-in rivers was the num- 
ber of small trout caught that had 
been spawned naturally and big 
fish that were either hold-overs 
from last year’s plant or grown up 
wild fish. The water below the 
dams is generally clear and of fa- 
vorable temperature for rainbow 
trout and: the rivers are on the 
verge of being self supporting. 

Don’t sell Pine Flat reservoir 
short for good trout fishing where 
most of the fish average sixteen 
inches or more.

Some wit has irreverently com- 
pared our ever-growing system of 
California freeways to a huge plat- 
ter of cooked spaghetti dropped on 
our state which is gradually cov- 
ering the whole area. The com- 
parison has its elements of humor, 
but it hides the very important 
fact that growth of our freeways 
is carefully planned, and anything 
but haphazard. 

Our-job as legislators is to make 
sure that the laws controlling the 
development of our state-wide 
highway system will help the so- 
lution of our traffic problems, not 
hinder. Each of us must be dili- 
gent to protect the real interests 
of our communities and_ their 
people, to see that full considera- 
tion is given to all other factors 
in the determination of freeway 
routes. 

It is our legislative responsibil- 
ities in this field which have led 
to the developing and drafting of 


one of the most important high- | 


way measures to be considered at 
this session. That is a bill which 
would establish by law a 12,500 
mile California Freeway and Ex- 
pressway System in the general 
highway system, adding about 1,- 
500 miles to existing state mileage 
to do so. The measure passed the 
Senate with no opposition, and is 
now before the Assembly. 

The bill has been carefully draft- 
ed to coordinate state planning 
and action as closely as possible 
with the needs and planning of 
local communities and areas in 
order to make certain that exact 
routes best meet local conditions 
and needs. The bill also requires 
a complete review of the new Sys- 
tem every four years, with recom- 
mendations to the legislature for 
necessary revisions, and requires 
the highway department to cooper-

Q. “I am not too good at ask. 


ing questions but Ill try. | am 
23 and seem to have trouble 
getting enough air. I sometimes 
wake at night feeling that I 
can’t breathe and it frightens 
me.

A. Shortness of breath upon ex- 
ertion is one symptom of possible 
heart trouble. There are many 
other symptoms, including heart 
skips, rapid pulse, indigestion, 
chest pain and fainting spells. 
Mull over this list. Maybe you 
have one or more such com- 
plaints. But don’t jump to con- 
clusions. Let your doctor decide. 
One person may have all of the 
above. symptoms (and more) and 
not have heart trouble. 


Q. “What causes a 
pPhalic baby?”—R. S. 
A. The cause is seldom if. ever 
known. As with so many congeni- 
tal defects, put microcephaly 
(abnormal smallness of the head) 
down as a mistake of nature.

Q. “I have been told that t 
have a heart murmur but doc- 
tors say not to worry. Why not? 
Isn’t heart murmur danger- 
ous?” —A reader. 

A. In deciding whether a heart 
murmur is really serious, doctors 
take into account such things as 
location, relation to breathing, 
and effect of exercise. On the 
basis of their findings they may 
decide that heart function is nor- 
mal and that the heart murmur 
is not due to a diseased heart. 
The majority of faint murmurs 
are “functional” and are con- 
sidered quite harmless. 


Q. What could cause excessive 
eye blinking in a child? > 
A. The most common cause is 
“nervous habit.” The blinking 
may start with some local eye 
condition and continue as a habit.

One fact of basic importance is 
that our California freeways are 
among ‘the safest highways ever 
built. Statistics show that a 
motorist traveling on a modern 
freeway is about three times as 
safe per mile of travel as one on a 
conventional two-lane road.

AS YOU recall, the area plan, as 
it was formerly being sold, would 
have cost $149,000; a formula was 
worked out by which cities ‘would 
kick in, the county would kick in, 
then the federal government would 
kick in. (It’s all tax money, how- 
ever.) 

THE AREA planners woulti plan 
for two years, then they would 
present their plan to the county, 
amd the area planning commission 
would go out of existence. (We 
doubt that any government agen- 
cy would go out of existence with- 
out at least a struggle.) 

BUT YOU perhaps also: recall 
that federal money was not forth- 
coming, so area planning sudden- 
ly became considerably less im- 
portant. in fact no one said much 
about it, until recently, when more 
money is back in the federal kitty, 
and certain powers that be started 
angling for it. 

NOW THE pitch is a little dif- 
ferent. The cities are supposed to 
put up their initial share, then go 
after the federal government for 
matching money, after which all 
the money, in some manner or oth- 
er, gets into tke hands of the area 
planning commission. We are not 
as yet familiar with details of how 
all this works, but regardless of 
how it works, the basic principle 
still exists: It is silly to heap a 
third and unnecessary . planning 
commission on top of the two 
levels of planning that we now 
have. 

VARYING AMOUNTS are now 
being given as to cost of the pres- 
ently proposed area plan, starting 
at around $120,000 and going up 
to the original $149,000. We sus- 
pect that the truth of the matter 
is that the area plan, if it goes 
through, ‘will cost just exactly the 
amount of money that can be got- 
ten together and chunked into the 
kitty. 

PORTER VILLE’S SHARE is now 
said to be about $6,900, but no 
one has told us, as yet, exactly 
what we would get for this money, 
except a beautiful plan; nothing 
too specific; just a beautiful plan. 

NOW WE have always believed 
firmly in the necessity for rea- 
sonable planning; we believe it is 
highly desirable, essential, in fact, 
to plan on a county-wide basis; 
certainly, the county, and cities 
within the county, should coordi- 
nate their planning. 

SO, LET’S get sensible about 
this planning. Let’s forget the

to work along these lines: First, 
the county planning commission 
and planning department equip 
itself to do the job of county-wide 
planning that it is supposed to do 
under the law; second, incorporat- 
ed cities assume their responsibil- 
ity in entering into planning with- 
in a three-mile radius of the city; 
third, cities send their paid plan- 
ner (usually the city engineer, or 
a planning consultant) to periodic 
meetings in which city planners 
and county planners take care of 
coordinating county-wide plan- 
ning. 

OR, TO put it another way, let’s 
get out of the dream world of the 
so-called area plan and get down 
to the practical job of planning 
that we are already basically 
equipped to do. 
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
